Then ſaid Paul vnto him, God ſhall ſmite thee 

thou painted wall: foz ſitteſt thou and iudgeſt me 

after the Law, and commandeſt mee to be ſmitten 
contrary to the Law: And they that ſtood by, ſaid, 

Reulleſt thou Gods high Pꝛieſt: Then ſaid Paul, 

J wilt not, bꝛethꝛen, that he was the high Pꝛieſt: 

Foꝛ it is wzitten, Thou ſhalt not curſe the ruler 

of thy people. But when Paul perceiued that the 

one part were Sadduces, and the other Phari⸗ 
ſees, hee cryed out in the Councill, Men and bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen Jam a Phariſee, the ſonne of a Phariſee : 
of the hope and reſurrection of the dead J am 
tudged. And when he had co ſaid, there aroſe a de⸗ 
bate betweene the Phariſees and the Sadduces : 
and the multitude was diuided. Foz the Saddu⸗ 
ces fay that there is no reſurrection, neither An⸗ 
gel, no2 ſpirit; but the Phariſees confeſle _

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. Viatelties delttierance, &c. 
And there aroſe a great cry, and when the Scribes 
whrch were of the Phariſecs part aroſe, they 
ſtroue, ſaying, We linde no euill in this man: but 
if a ſpirit oꝛ an Angel hath ſpoken to him, let vs 
not ſtriue againſt God. And when there aroſe a 
great debate, the chiefe captaine fearing leſt Paul 
lhould haue beene pluckt aſunder of them, com- 
manded the ſouldiers to goe downe, and totake 
him from among them, and to bzing him into the 
caſtle, And the night following the Loꝛd ſtood by 
him, and aid, Bee of good cheere, Paul: foz as 
| thou haſt teſtiſied ok me in Hierulalem, fo mull 
thou beare witneſle alſo at Rome. And when tt 
Was dap, certaine of the Jewes gathered them- 
| ſelues together, and made a vow, ſaying that they 
would neither eate noꝛ dꝛinke till they had killed 
Paul, And they were moze then kourtie men, 
which had made this conſpiracie. And they came 
to the chieke Pꝛieſts a Elders, and ſaid, We haue 
bound our ſelues with a vow, that wee will eate 
nothing vntill we haue flaine Paul, Now there- 
fo2e gue ye knowledge to the chiefe captaine, and 
to the Councell, that hee bzing him kooꝛth vnto 
you to mozrow, as though ye would know ſome- 
thing moze perkectip of him: and wee, oꝛ euer hee 
tome neere, are ready to kil him. And when Pauls 
ſiſters ſonne heard of their laying a walt, he went 
and entred into the caſtle, and told Paul. And 
Paul called one ot the vnder-captaines vnto him, 
and laid, Being this young man vnto the high 
captaine: fo2 He hath a certaine thing to ſhew him. 
And hee tooke him, and hꝛought him to the high 
captaine, and ſaid, Paul the pziſoner called mee 
vnto him, and pꝛayed me 2 bzing this young —

2 rayers af IT 1nankelomune 
vntothee , which hath a certaine matter to ſhew 
thee. Then the high captaine tooke him by the 


hand, and went with him out of the way, and al⸗ 


ked him, What is it that thou haſtto tell me? And 
he ſatd, The Jewes are determined to deſire thee, 
that thou wouldeſt bzing kooꝛth Paul to mozrow 
intothe Councell, as though thep would enquire 
ſomewhat of him moze perfectly, But kollow not 
thou their mindes: fo2 there lie in waite koꝛ him 
of them moꝛe then fourty men, which haue bound 
th. mlelues with a vow, that they will neither 
eate noꝛ dꝛinke till they haue killed him: and now 
are thep readp, and looke koꝛ a pꝛomiſe from thee. 
The chiefe captaine then let the poung man de⸗ 
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part, and charged htm , Ste thou tell it out to no 
man, that thou haſt ſhewed theſe things to mee.

Paul on, and bzing him ſafe vnto Felix the high 
deputie. And he wꝛote a letter after this manner, 
Claudius Lyſias vnto the moſt mighty ruler Fes 
lix,ſendeth greetings. This man was taken of the 
Jewes,and ſbould haue been killed of them; Then 
came J with an army, and reſcued him, and per⸗ 
ceiued that hee was a Romane: And when J 
Would haue knowen the cauſe wherefoze thep ac⸗ 
cuſed him, J bꝛought him koꝛth into their Coun⸗ 
cell. Whom 4 perceiueb to bee accuſed of queſti⸗ 
ons of their Law, but hauing nothing laid to his 
charge wozthy of death, o2 of bonds, And when 
it was ſhewed mee how that the Jewcs laid wait
